ber. We confider the Aid of the Company's Re- 
ſources, whereſoever they may exiſt, as due to the 
Exigencies of all their Settlements : On this Prin- 
ciple we ſhall always be ready to contribute every 
Means in our Power to the Relief of yours, whenever 
they ſhall indiſpenſably require it, and we can afford 
it without ſubjecting the Intereſt of our common 
Employers to a greater Inconvenience in one Place 
than that which we ſhould attempt to avert in ano- 
ther, The Diſtance between the Two Preſidencies is

loyers. But we muſt, nevertheleſs, deſire to refer the 
Houſe to the Appendix, No 130, from which they will 
receive much more ample Information, by conſultin 
theſe Documents at large; and we ſhall therefore here 
imply mention the Fact of the farther Cenſures and 
Puniſhments, which the Court inflicted on thoſe whom 
they eſteemed Delinquents. ;

as by his Captivity to have apparently extinguiſhed his 
Cauſe, and by the Terms of the Convention to have re- 
duced the Company's Power within a very narrow Line 


of Defence; but it has alſo been ſhewn, that the Barrier 


of the Convention was immediately puſhed duwn, almoſt 
before it was attempted to be ſet up; that the Fate of 
Ragoba was conſidered only as a perſonal Loſs, for 
which. the Committee firſt ſought a Subſtitute in Mada- 
zee Scindia, and afterwards in adopting the Governor. 
general and Council's Plan in Favour of Moodajee 
Booſla ; and that the Arrival of Colonel Goddard, with 
the Bengal Detachment at Surat, revived even the Hope 
of acquiring a Territory ſufficient for the Expences of a 
War, which the decided Eumity of Nanna and the un- 
doubted: Projects of the French, were ſuppoled to render 
abſolutely unavoidable. The Plan, which was conceived 
by the Preſident, for making the War a Means of re- 
trieving their Affairs, bas been allo laid before the 
Houſe, and it has appeared, that it was deſigned to wait 
for the Opinion and Direction of the Superior Council, 
before every Part of the Plan ſhould be carried into 
Execution, | 

The annexed Papers, ta which we deſire to refer the 
Houſe, preſent an Account of the general State of the 
Revenues, and of the Military Eſtabliſhment under the 
Preſidency of Bombay, at the Period in which the Pre- 
ſident appears to have formed the Plan of Meaſures 
which your Committee have ſhortly explained.

KReſpects purely defenſive; that your Engagements 
«© with the Guicawar Family ſhall be made with the 
„ Head of it, and with him excluſively; that you 
« ſhall not aſſume a Mediation between the Brothers, 
or take any Part whatever in their domeſtic Diſputes, 
«« farther than to n the Party in Alliance with the 
« Company, 
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&« Company, and his Poſſeſſions, againſt foreign Inva- 


ſion; and that you do not commit the Dignity of the 
Company, or pledge the national Faith, in formal 
Treaties with Perſons of Rank or Power unſuitable 
to ſuch a Diſtinction. | 

« We are ſenſible of the Attention which you have 
ſhewn to our Views with the Government of Berar, 
concerning the Overtures lately made to Moodajee 
Booſla by Colonel Goddard, and in your Reſolutions 
to avoid whatever might again interfere with this 
Negotiation. We confeſs we at this Time entertain 
little Hope of his concurring with our Deſigns ; he 
will wait for Proofs of our Superiority before he will 
hazard the Conſequences of a decided Connection 
with us; and every Offer, made to him while he is 
under the Influence of ſuch a Policy, will but ſerve 
to encreaſe his Reſerve, as he will naturally conſtrue 
it to proceed from the Conſciouſneſs our own Inabi- 
lity to ſupport ourſelves without a foreign Aſſiſtance 
and that it is an additional Motive for our-preferring 
a Scheme of military Operations, practicable by our 
own Forces, unincumbered with the Weight of a ti- 
mid Ally, If, notwithſtanding, Moodajee Booſla 
ſhall have anſwered the Letters which have been writ- 
ten to him, by a Willingneſs to accept of the prof- 
fered Alliance, we ſhall leave it to be concluded under 
the Inſtructions already given in Charge to Colonel 
Goddard: If, on the contrary, as we expect, he 
ſhall directly refuſe, or heſitate, or make new Refe- 
rences to us, we have in ſuch Caſe ordered Colonel 
Goddard to break off the Negotiation. 

« We think ourſelves, fully juſtifiable in refuſing to

admit of any Pretenſions founded on thoſe Acts, yet 
they cannot cancel any Rights which have their Baſis 
in effential and intrinſic Benefits reaped by our Na- 
tion. This Right we muſt acknowledge to be poſ- 
ſeſſed by Madajee Scindia, and muſt therefore de- 
clare, that, unleſs he ſhould have forfeited it by any 
ſubſequent AR, he is entitled to a full Compenſation 
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« for any Diſappointment he may ſuffer by our Denial 
« of the Acts of the Committee. 

% We have therefore inſtructed Colonel Goddard to 
«© expreſs the Senſe in which this Government is pleaſed

«« gaum, by offering him ſuch a Gratification as may 
«« be afforded him by your Government, or from Means

« In the Event of a War, if Madajee Scindia ſhall

« making our future Security, Peace, and an adequate

liſh with Breach of Treaty and good Faith to him, by 
ſupporting Ragonaut Row, who was known to be his 
Enemy : That he had nevertheleſs, Away, their De. 
clarations, withheld his Aſſiſtance from Row Pundit 
Purdhaun againſt all Solicitation, though bound by the 
Laws of Friendſhip to have afforded it to him: That he 
had effected the Diſmiſſion of the French Ambaſſador 
from Poona, nor would give any Countenance to the 
Advances they had likewiſe made to himſelf: But he 
now found that new Deſigns were formed for the Sup. 
port of Ragonaut Row, and that General Goddard was 
come to Surat from Calcutta, and joined with the Bom. 
bayer in the ſame Plan. To theſe Complaints he added 
others, relative to the Conduct of the Madras Govern.
